Historic Photographs 


PASADENA (AP) — Scien­ 
tists hope a cpmputer now 
processing 
historic 
first 
photographs of Mars’ larger 
moon will bring out detail in the 
mottled image of the surface. 
The Mariner 9 spacecraft sent 
back pictures Monday taken 
10,000 miles from the 10-mile 
wide Phobos. 
A spokesman at the Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory here 
said, “Even at the extreme 
range of 10,000 miles you can 
make out what look like features 


of some kind on the surface.” 
F urther photographs were 
scheduled today when Mariner’s 
orbit carries it within 5,400 miles 
of Phobos. 
The spacecraft’s telephoto 
camera shot Mars’ other moon, 
Deimos, last Friday, showing a 
dark area that scientists think is 
a surface feature. 
Though the tiny moons were 
discovered in 1877, the most 
powerful earth telescopes have 
never shown them as more than 
pinpoints of light.

Fidel Castro has been quoted as having made some con- 


ciliatory remarks this past week while touring Chile with President 
Salvador Allende, indicating that he might be looking forward to 
improved relations with the United States. Actually, he was saying 
pretty much the same thing that Soviet speakers and writers, and 
Chinese, too, have been saying: there's really not much wrong with 
the American people; it's just the imperialist government allied 
with big business that is to be beaten back. Further, that is pretty 
much what Americans generally say about the Russians, Chinese, 
Cubans, and Chileans — they are all fine people, it's just their 
government we can't stomach. 


In a way, then, Castro wouldn't appear to have been saying 


anything new. But nevertheless, the Cuban strong man has never 
been reported to say anything even that conciliatory before. It 
might be a lead for United States diplomats to follow out in am at- 
tempt to seek more normal relations and trade with the island. It 
seems quite certain now that Castro and his government are in firm 
command there, and likely to stay. There is less reason for refusing 
to deal with Cuba — if Cuba is ready to deal with us — than there is 
for refusing to deal with Mao Tse-tung's China. Castro replaced 
Fulgencia Batista, whom few Americans had any use for, whereas 
Mao drove out Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, fully supported by 
the United States. 


Aside from the comparative merits, or lack of merit of the 


respective leaders, however, the United States government has as 
its prime responsibility the best interests of the American people. If 
that is not served by refusing to do business with Cuba, then our 
government should not refuse to do business with Cuba — par- 
ticularly since it has been demonstrated that such refusal will not 
make Castro and the Castro government go away. 


There is another aspect to the situation, too. Though it is not the 


responsibility of the United States government to look after the well 
being of the Cuban people, there is no reason for not considering it, 
if it does the American people no harm. Let us not be confused by 
the issues here. We are against any threat to our free enterprise 
system because we are convinced that we would be worse off 
without it. But if others want to try something else, or are forced to, 
why not give them every chance to see how it works? We can see for 
sure, too. 


That brings us down to Castro's hosts, Salvador Allende. He 


won his way to the presidency by ballot. People in the United States 
are not saying it was by fraud, either. Still there seems to be 
reluctance here to permit the Chileans to experiment along Marxist 
lines, and a hope that they will fail. To expect them to fail is one 
thing. To hope they will fail is something else. 


There is the matter of expropriation of American-owned 


property. But that is a separate question. American property has 
been expropriated in Mexico, Peru, Indonesia and other places 
around the globe. The United States has objected, but those 
countries haven't backed down. There has been some payment, but 
on their own terms. The United States has to make the decision in 
each case what steps we will take. But it is quite likely that the 
American people would be better off if every American business 
investing in a foreign country had to take its own chances with the 
government of that country. 


At any rate, refusing to do business with either Cuba or Chile 


won't restore the expropriated properties to their American 
owners. Neither country is a threat to the United States, except as a 
possible base for subversion. And they can be bases for subversion 
whether we trade with them or not. Why not trade with them?

Johnson is $1.2 million richer for 
selling his presidential memoirs 
while Daniel Ellsberg faces a 
possible jail term for giving 
away a different version of the 
same story. 


LBJ's book, "The Vantage 


Point," contains a detailed 
account of precisely the facts 
which government 
lawyers 


contended would imperil the 
national security if published in 
the Pentagon Papers. 


The government's claim was 


made during the trial of its suit 
to halt publication of the Pen- 
tagon Papers by the Washington 
Post. The trial was conducted, in 
large part, behind closed doors. 


During one of these secret 


sessions, Judge Gerhard Gesell 
asked the government to specify 
which information in the secret 
documents 
would 
most 


jeopardize the Republic. 


In response, the government 


cited the account of "Operation 
Marigold," an unsuccessful 1966 
peace initiative.The Pentagon 
Papers told how the U.S. had 
sounded out Hanoi about peace 
through a Polish diplomat. 


Thus the government, in the 


name of national security, 
sought desperately to suppress 
the 
story 
of 
"Operation 


Marigold." Yet the full story 
was published, complete with 
the top-secret details in LBJ's 
ponderous book. 


Ellsberg has now been in- 


dicted for making the Pentagon 
Papers public. The government 
is also trying to pin conspiracy 
charges on the New York 


Times's Neil Sheehan and his 
wife, who helped prepare the 
documents for publication. 


Johnson, meanwhile, is riding 


high on his ranch. 


LBJ'S SECRET PAPERS 


What's more, LBJ is sitting on 


what may be the 
biggest 


collection of classified papers 
ever assembled by one man. 
Shortly before leaving office, 
Johnson ordered government 
departments 
to 
produce 


exhaustive material for a 
history of his administration. He 
personally 
hounded subor- 


dinates for all their working 
papers. Joe Califano, a top 
Johnson aide, was put in charge 
of the massive research project. 


Five years earlier, when 


Johnson took over the ad- 
ministration, he in&isted that the 
outgoing Kennedy officials leave 
their important rapers behind. 


Yet 
Johnson, 
upon 
his 


departure, took with him every 
important document he could 
get his hands on. Even the secret 
hotline messages the White 
House had exchanged with the 
Kremlin were carted off to 
Texas. 


Johnson used these papers, 


which of course were prepared 
at taxpayer expense, to put 
together his book. He was 
assisted by a government staff, 
which the taxpayers provide an 
ex-President. 


Once the manuscript 
was 


written, in large part at public 
expense, Johnson shopped it 
around and got publishers 
bidding against each other. He 


ended up with a staggering $1.2 
million advance from Holt, 
Rinehart & Winston. 


Johnson then pulled another 


fast one. To encourage other 
contributors, he had offered to 
put up money out of his own 
pocket for the library he has 
built to commemorate himself. 
He arranged for the book ad- 
vance to flow through a tax-free 
foundation into the library as his 
share of the cost. Thus the $1.2 
million benefited LBJ without 
costing him a cent in taxes. 


Meanwhile, he has now 


stashed his huge collection of 
publicly prepared documents in 
his memorial library. 


In all, Johnson has pulled an 


extraordinary coup. He has 
made money by revealing in- 
formation which the govern- 
ment claims is a danger to the 
nation. 


And he revealed it in the most 


self-serving fashion. So he not 
only made a boodle off the book, 
but he extolled his own record in 
the process. 


Both Lyndon Johnson and 


Daniel Ellsberg made public 
secret documents, including 
some of the same documents 
about the Vietnam War. Johnson 
quoted 
only 
the 
selected 


passages that made him look 
good. Ellsberg released un- 
censored documents, which 
gave an objective, unvarnished 
account of the war. 


Johnson collected $1.2 million; 


Ellsberg could go to jail.

That is 
up to the public: to assert itself 
in resentment against 
those 


politicians who have hitched 
their wagon to the voters' 
ignorance or gullibility. At this 
moment, that ignorance and 
gullibility are being given a very 
high rating, and the politicians 
often give the impression that 
they are returning the favors of 
the Beverly Hillbillies: but any 
attempt to work it up into an 
enforceable code is doomed to 
failure, and probably should be. 


So that Congress will have to 


abide by the fact that they seek 
to 
control 
through 
inexact 


mechanisms that which goes 
into the making or unmaking of 
decisive results. So don't look 
for major improvements.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Big Money And Jail Threat 


May Be Time For A New Try 


Fid el Castro has been quoted as having made some con­ 
ciliatory rem arks this past week while touring Chile with President 
Salvador Allende, indicating that he might be looking forward to 
unproved relations with the United States. Actually, he was saying 
pretty much the same thing that Soviet speakers and writers, and 
Chinese, too, have been saying: there’s really not much wrong with 
the Am erican people; it’s just the im perialist government allied 
with big business that is to be beaten back. Further, that is pretty 
much what Am ericans generally say about the Russians, Chinese, 
Cubans, and Chileans — they are all fine people, it’s just their 
government we can’t stomach. 


In a way, then, Castro wouldn’t appear to have been saying 
anything new. But nevertheless, the Cuban strong man has never 
been reported to say anything even that conciliatory before. It 
might be a lead for United States diplomats to follow out in an at­ 
tempt to seek more norm al relations and trade with the island. It 
seems quite certain now that Castro and his government are in firm 
command there, and likely to stay. There is less reason for refusing 
to deal with Cuba — if Cuba is ready to deal with us — than there is 
for refusing to deal with M ao Tse-tung’s China. Castro replaced 
Fulgencia Batista, whom few Am ericans had any use for, whereas 
Mao drove out Generalissim o Chiang Kai-shek, fully supported by 
the United States. 


Aside from the com parative m erits, or lack of m erit of the 
respective leaders, however, the United States government has as 
its prim e responsibility the best interests of the Am erican people. If 
that is not served by refusing to do business with Cuba, then our 
government should not refuse to do business with Cuba — par­ 
ticularly since it has been demonstrated that such refusal w ill not 
make Castro and the Castro government go away. 


There is another aspect to the situation, too. Though it is not the 
responsibility of the United States government to look after the well 
being of the Cuban people, there is no reason for not considering it, 
if it does the Am erican people no harm. Let us not be confused by 
the issues here. We are against any threat to our free enterprise 
system because we are convinced that we would be worse off 
without it. But if others want to try something else, or are forced to, 
why not give them every chance to see how it works? We can see for 
sure, too. 


That brings us down to Castro’s hosts, Salvador Allende. He 
won his w ay to the presidency by ballot. People in the United States 
are not saying it was by fraud, either. Still there seems to be 
reluctance here to perm it the Chileans to experiment along M arxist 
lines, and a hope that they w ill fail. To expect them to fail is one 
thing. To hope they w ill fail is something else. 


There is the m atter of expropriation of American-owned 
property. But that is a separate question. Am erican property has 
been expropriated in Mexico, Peru, Indonesia and other places 
around the globe. The United States has objected, but those 
countries haven’t backed down. There has been some payment, but 
on their own terms. The United States has to make the decision in 
each case what steps we w ill take. But it is quite likely that the 
Am erican people would be better off if every Am erican business 
investing in a foreign country had to take its own chances with the 
government of that country. 


At any rate, refusing to do business with either Cuba or Chile 
won’t restore the expropriated properties to their Am erican 
owners. Neither country is a threat to the United States, except as a 
possible base for subversion. And they can be bases for subversion 
whether we trade with them or not. Why not trade with them?

L B J ’s book, “ The Vantage 
P o in t,” contains a d etailed 
account of precisely the facts 
which 
governm ent 
law yers 
contended would im peril the 
national security if published in 
the Pentagon Papers. 
The government’s claim was 
made during the trial of its suit 
to halt publication of the Pen­ 
tagon Papers by the Washington 
Post. The trial was conducted, in 
large part, behind closed doors. 
During one of these secret 
sessions, Judge Gerhard Gesell 
asked the government to specify 
which information in the secret 
docum ents 
would 
most 
jeopardize the Republic. 
In response, the government 
cited the account of “ Operation 
M arigold,” an unsuccessful 1966 
peace initiative.The Pentagon 
Papers told how the U.S. had 
sounded out Hanoi about peace 
through a Polish diplomat. 
Thus the government, in the 
nam e of national secu rity, 
sought desperately to suppress 
the 
story 
of 
‘‘O peration 
M arigold.” Yet the full story 
was published, complete with 
the top-secret details in L B J’s 
ponderous book. 
Ellsberg has now been in­ 
dicted for making the Pentagon 
Papers public. The government 
is also trying to pin conspiracy 
charges on the New Y ork 


Tim es’s Neil Sheehan and his 
wife, who helped prepare the 
documents for publication. 
Johnson, meanwhile, is riding 
high on his ranch. 


L B J’S S E C R E T P A P E R S 
W hat’s more, L B J is sitting on 
w hat 
m ay 
be 
the 
biggest 
collection of classified papers 
ever assembled by one man. 
Shortly before leaving office, 
Johnson 
ordered 
government 
departm ents 
to 
produce 
exhaustive 
m aterial 
for 
a 
history of his administration. He 
personally 
hounded 
subor­ 
dinates for all their working 
papers. Joe Califano, 
a 
top 
Johnson aide, was put in charge 
of the massive research project. 


F iv e years e a rlie r, when 
Johnson took over the ad­ 
ministration, he insisted that the 
outgoing Kennedy officials leave 
their important papers behind. 


Yet 
Johnson, 
upon 
his 
departure, took with him every 
important document he could 
get his hands on. Even the secret 
hotline m essages the W hite 
House had exchanged with the 
Krem lin were carted off to 
Texas. 
Johnson used these papers, 
which of course were prepared 
at taxpayer expense, 
to put 
together 
his 
book. 
He 
was 
assisted by a government staff, 
which the taxpayers provide an 
ex-President. 
Once 
the 
manuscript 
was 
written, in large part at public 
expense, Johnson shopped 
it 
around and got 
publishers 
bidding against each other. He 


ended up with a staggering $1.2 
m illion advance from Holt, 
Rinehart & Winston. 
Johnson then pulled another 
fast one. To encourage other 
contributors, he had offered to 
put up money out of his own 
pocket for the library he has 
built to commemorate himself. 
He arranged for the book ad­ 
vance to flow through a tax-free 
foundation into the library as his 
share of the cost. Thus the $1.2 
m illion benefited L B J without 
costing him a cent in taxes. 
M eanw hile, 
he 
has 
now 
stashed his huge collection of 
publicly prepared documents in 
his memorial library. 
In all, Johnson has pulled an 
extraordinary 
coup. 
He 
has 
made money by revealing in­ 
formation which the govern­ 
ment claim s is a danger to the 
nation. 
And he revealed it in the most 
self-serving fashion. So he not 
only made a boodle off the book, 
but he extolled his own record in 
the process. 
Both Lyndon 
Johnson 
and 
Daniel Ellsberg made public 
secret docum ents, including 
some of the same documents 
about the Vietnam W ar. Johnson 
quoted 
only 
the 
selected 
passages that made him look 
good. 
Ellsberg 
released 
un­ 
censored docum ents, w hich 
gave an objective, unvarnished 
account of the war. 
Johnson collected $1.2 m illion; 
Ellsberg could go to jail.

begging him not to announce his 
candidacy immediately. 
But what does one do about it? 
Everybody 
agrees

inordinate, and 
that although it made sense in 
the earlier days of our republic 
to campaign for six months 
before the election, since it took 
that much time to fam iliarize 
themselves with voters strewn

about the country in their log 
cabins, it is no longer the case. 
Television and radio and the 
national 
press 
can 
make 
anybody a household word in a 
m atter of days, and there are all 
sorts of tricks available to the 
resourceful campaigner that are 
useful for getting a lot of at­ 
tention. Two years ago a girl 
won election as class president 
at 
Stanford 
Uninverity, 
springing 
from 
obscurity 
to 


notoriety by 
the simple ex­ 
pedient of 
distributing 
cam­ 
paign posters of herself nude, or 
rather semi-nude (at Stanford 
they 
exercise 
a 
dignified 
moderation). 
A 
politician 
struggling for higher office can 
gain a great deal of attention by, 
say, 
advertising 
himself 
as 
having discovered a formula for 
world peace without any need 
for an arm y, navy, air force, or 
poison ivy. There are as many 
gullible people as there are 
prurient people, and it doesn’t 
take long, in the age of instant 
communication, to engage their 
attention; and, every now and 
then, George McGoverns are 
elected presidents of their class. 
The question is: how long before 
it cloys? It won’t be too long now 
before there won’t be anyone left 
who w ill bother to asx Jane 
Fonda to disrobe. But when w ill 


the public tune out the politician 
who keeps telling us that we can 
have peace for nothing? 
On the other hand, there isn’t 
very much that can be done 
about it. Something, yes. For 
instance, the two m ajor parties 
could agree to schedule their 
conventions on the first and 
second weekends in September, 
and 
that would shorten 
the 
campaign itself. And the states 
might 
agree 
to 
hold 
their 
prim aries on the same day, let 
us say three weeks before the 
conventions. If the candidates 
wanted to campaign a whole 
year 
ahead 
of 
time, 
well: 
perhaps the broadcasters and 
the newspapers would find them 
less than exciting, so far away 
from the critical days, and treat 
them accordingly, or else leave 
them mostly to the mercies of 
Johnny Carson. 
As 
regards 
quality, 
and 
honesty, that is a real problem, 
and I doubt that in our time we 
are going to lick it.

against 
those 
politicians who have hitched 
their 
wagon 
to 
the 
voters’ 
ignorance or gullibility. At this 
moment, 
that ignorance and 
gullibility are being given a very 
high rating, and the politicians 
often give the impression that 
they are returning the favors of 
the Beverly H illbillies: but any 
attempt to work it up into an 
enforceable code is doomed to 
failure, and probably should be. 
So that Congress w ill have to 
abide by the fact that they seek 
to 
control 
through 
inexact 
mechanisms that which goes 
into the making or unmaking of 
decisive results. So don’t look 
for m ajor improvements.

N EW YO RK (A P ) — As the 
complex economic

Committee Terms 
Rehnquist Qualified 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


majority report of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee terms 
"totally unfounded" charges 
made by opponents of William 
H. Rehnquist's nomination to 
the Supreme Court. 


In recommending his con- 


firmation by the Senate, the 
committee said "the prime pre- 
requisites for service on the 
Supreme Court are professional 
competence, 
open-mindedness 


and a sense of fairness " The 
committee said in its opinion 
Rehnquist has these qualities. 


The committee report also 


recommends the confirmation 
of Lewis F. Powell Jr. to the 
Supreme Court and terms him 
"thoroughly qualified." 


Rehnquist, an assistant at- 


torney general, and Powell, a 
Richmond, Va., lawyer, were 
named by President Nixon to 
succeed retired'Justice John M. 
Harlan and the late Justice 
Hugo L. Black. 


Powell has run into virtually 


no opposition, but Rehnquist has 
been strongly opposed by labor 
and civil rights leaders in 
testimony before the committee. 
The panel has 16 members — 
nine Democrats and seven 
Republicans. 


The committee unanimously 


approved the 
nomination of 


Powell last week but divided 12 
to 4 in support of Rehnquist, a 
former Phoenix, Ariz., lawyer. 


The four Democrats on the 


committee who voted against 
Rehnquist's nomination are 
preparing a minority report to 
be filed later. They contend he 
has failed to demonstrate a 
commitment to civil rights and 
civil liberties. 


Senate leaders plan to bring 


the nominations up for debate 
Thursday and hope for a vote 
before the end of the week. 


The committee 
majority 


report, drafted for submission to 
the Senate, said charges that 
Rehnquist is insensitive to the 
civil rights of minority citizens 
are "utterly without factual or 
inferential support." It said 
that, although he opposed a 
public accommodations or- 
dinance adopted by Phoenix in 
1964, 
he had testified he no 


longer is against such measures 
and does not question the power 
of Congress to enact civil rights 
legislation. 


Also, the report said, attempts 


to picture Rehnquist as opposed 
to school desegregation on the 
basis of a letter he wrote in 1967 


were refuted by his testimony at 
committee hearings. 


"The position of his 1967 let- 


ter," the report said, "is much 
narrower 
than his critics 


suggest. 
Specifically, 
his 


remarks in the letter and before 
this committee indicate he feels 
it would be undesirable 
to 


destroy the neighborhood school 
solely 
to 
achieve 
racial 


balance." 


The committee said it had 


received letters from residents 
of Phoenix indicating that 
Rehnquist chose to live in the 
city "where his children at- 
tended schools with a significant 
enrollment 
of 
Mexican- 


American, Indian, and black 
children." 


As for charges that Rehnquist 


engaged in attempts to harass 
black voters in Phoenix in the 
early 1960s, the committee said 
the evidence it received showed 
these to be 
"wholly 
un- 


substantiated." 


The committee report also 


credited him with showing a full 
understanding of the delicate 
balance between individual 
rights and the duty of the 
government to enforce the laws. 


The report said Rehnquist has 


never taken the position that the 
executive 
branch 
has 
an 


unrestrained right to wiretap 
and it added he is "acutely 
aware that certain information- 
gathering activity may raise 
First Amendment questions if it 
is proven that citizens are ac- 
tually deterred from speaking 
out. 


On these and other civil 


liberties issues, the committee 
said that "the view expressed by 
him reflect a deep and un- 
wavering commitment to the 
Constitution." 


In San Francisco Monday 


night, Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., 
said he and other Rehnquist 
opponents expect Senate con- 
firmation because they lack the 
votes to defeat it. 
The portion of the majority 
report that dealt with Powell 
was much briefer than that on 
Rehnquist. It credited Powell, a 
former 
president 
of 
the 


American Bar Association, with 
being a moderating influence in 
Virginia during the controversy 
over Supreme Court rulings on 
desegregation. 


"The committee is satisfied 


that Mr. Powell's predominant 
interest was in quality education 
for all Virginians, both white 
and black," the report said.
